A SCRAP metal dealer was 
in a serious condition in hos¬ 
pital following a fire extin¬ 
guisher exploded and parts 
of it hit his chest. 

The drama unfolded at 
European Metal Recycling 
Ltd on Bentley Road South, 
Darlaston on Monday. 

The man, who turned up 
at the yard to sell scrap 
metal, used an axe to remove 
a brass collar from the neck 
of the cylinder when it shot 
off and hit him. 

Police, fire crews and an 
ambulance were sent to the 
scene at around 4pm. 

Paramedics had to carry 
out CPR on the man who 
suffered a cardiac arrest. 

He was taken to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birm¬ 
ingham, where he was said 
to be in serious condition at 
the time of going to press. 

Willenhall watch com¬ 
mander Andy Morgan said: 
“We were called out at 
4.11pm. 

“A carbon dioxide extin¬ 
guisher had exploded. 

“The man had attempted 
to take a brass fitting off the 
top with an axe. 

“He was a scrap metal 
dealer dropping off some 
scrap metal. 

“The top of the extin¬ 
guisher hit his chest. He 
should have discharged the 
device first.” 

An ambulance service 
spokesman confirmed that 
the man was ‘in a very bad 
way.’

Growth hope 
by bosses at 
HomeServe 


BOSSES at Walsall-based insurance group 
HomeServe have insisted that they expect 
their business to grow in the coming years 
despite latest figures showing half-year 
profits have been almost wiped out. 

The firm has been left counting the cost of 
compensating tens of thousands of cus¬ 
tomers over mishandled complaints from 
the winter of 2010. 

It has also been hit by a Financial 
Conduct Authority probe into possible mis- 
selling of policies. It is tracking down thou¬ 
sands more it says ‘may have suffered 
detriment as a result of the way in which 
they bought their policy’, with cases dating 
back to 2005. 

Bosses have put aside £6m put aside to 
pay for any fine and other costs from the 
probe. HomeServe says it expects its UK 
customer numbers, which have fallen from 
2.5 million a year ago, will stabilise at 
around two million by March. Meanwhile 
customer complaints over the last six 
months were down 47 per cent. 

Its growth is now coming from its opera¬ 
tions overseas, in the USA, France, Spain, 
Italy and Germany. 

Company chairman JM Barry Gibson 
said: “HomeServe has made a positive start 
to the financial year and this has given us 
increased confidence in our ability to deliver 
our current and medium term plans.” 


SLADE star Noddy Holder is set to 
become an honorary freeman of Walsall - 
with a council chief hailing him as ‘Walsall 
through and through’. 

The music legend will be invited to become an hon¬ 
orary freeman of Walsall to celebrate his ‘extraordi¬ 
nary contribution’ to the town. 

The council this week voted unanimously to approach 
the star - and it is now hoped he will accept. Apart from 
Three Men In A Boat author Jerome K. Jerome, the 
honour has been bestowed exclusively on politicians or 
military regiments since 1975. 

The invitation is being made on the 40th 
anniversary of the release of Merry Xmas 
Everybody which went to No 1 and stayed in 
the charts until February 1974. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird backed 
the plans and said: “If you cut him in half it 
would say Walsall through and through.” 

Councillor Pete Smith, who has led the 
campaign, said the frontman should be cel¬ 
ebrated both for his achievements with the 
band and his charity ties with the town. 

And he called on the council to start 
preparing for an event to bestow the honour 
on Noddy. He said: “I am grateful for the 
support of many people across Walsall, the 
Black Country and beyond who backed the 
call to offer this honour to Noddy Holder. 

“I now hope that Noddy accepts this offer 
and I hope that when the time comes, Noddy 
will come back to Walsall to receive his 
honour in full view and in the presence of as 
many Walsall people and Slade supporters 
as possible. Let’s make it a big event.” 

Privilege 

But some concerns were raised about the 
£17,000 cost of conferring the honour on the 
singer. It comes at a time when Walsall 
Council is looking to save £19 million from 
its budget. If he accepts, the musician will 
become only the 21st person to receive the 
privilege in 109 years. 

Councillor Smith argued that the 67-year- 
old singer had also helped to boost the 
borough’s tourism income through pilgrim¬ 
ages by Slade fans to Holder’s former home 
on the Beechdale estate. 

The star was born in Newhall Street in 
Caldmore and made his first stage appear¬ 
ance at Walsall Labour Club when he sang 
the Frankie Laine hit I Believe. He attended 
TP Riley School in Bloxwich and returns 
periodically to give talks to college students. 

But Councillor Ann Young called the 
timing of the invitation ‘inappropriate’ 
when the elderly were struggling to pay 
heating bills and many tenants faced hikes 
in rent because of the Government’s 
bedroom tax.

Police in 
knife vow 
as teens 
stabbed 

POLICE say they are treat¬ 
ing knife crime as a priority 
after three schoolchildren, 
including a 14-year-old girl 
in Walsall have been stabbed 
in separate knife attacks. 

The girl was stabbed in 
the back in Bloxwich, while 
two boys were attacked in a 
Smethwick park during a 
fight. 

Officers said eradicating 
such attacks was a priority 
and they would take action 
against anyone carrying a 
blade. Staff at Bloxwich 
Leisure Centre raised the 
alarm when the injured 14- 
year-old staggered into 
reception on Friday night. 

She has had surgery for 
her injuries. Police officers 
cordoned off the centre’s car 
park and tracked the suspect 
behind the nearby Railway 
pub 50 minutes later. 

A 16-year-old boy, from 
Leamore in Walsall, was 
arrested on suspicion of 
wounding the girl with the 
intention of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. He has 
been bailed pending further 
inquiries. 

Meanwhile, two boys aged 
14 and 15 have been stabbed 
in Victoria Park, in Smeth¬ 
wick. They were with 
friends when they were 
approached by another 
group of 10 youths. 

One boy suffered a stab 
wound to his stomach and 
the other received a deep cut 
across his hand. Both were 
taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment. The attack took place 
at around 4.30pm on 
November 3.

Fresh feud 
expected on 
phone mast 
new scheme 

A PHONE mast which was 
allowed to remain in Walsall 
following a High Court 
battle is expected to be at the 
centre of a fresh feud over 
plans to replace it with a 
larger model. 

Walsall Council launched 
legal action after claiming 
Vodafone had put up the 
mast in Pheasey in July 
2011 despite the authority 
throwing out the proposals - 
but a judge ruled there 
should be no judicial review. 

Vodafone has since drawn 
up plans to increase the 
height of the 48ft phone 
mast, at the junction of 
Waverley Avenue and Bea¬ 
con Road, by 20cm to imp¬ 
rove services for customers. 

But planning officers have 
warned that despite the 
minor size increase, the new 
mast will be ‘considerably 
more bulky and prominent’. 

Pheasey Park Farm Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Towe has called 
the new proposals an ‘ins¬ 
ult’. He said: “Clearly, when 
the mast was installed we 
had already got the mast 
refused. This is an insult to 
the people in Pheasey. They 
are concerned with issues 
surrounding health. ”

A temporary evacuation 
centre was set up at 
Bloxwich Leisure Centre in 
case families needed some¬ 
where to go but no-one took 
up the offer. 

Brigg Ford, spokesman 
for West Midlands Police, 
said: “Twelve people were 
evacuated from their homes 
as a precaution while bomb 
disposal teams investigated. 
They were again moved out 
on Saturday while a low 
level detonation was carried 
out. There was no danger of 
a military detonator going 
off unless somebody set it 
off. This was a precaution¬ 
ary measure.”

Fraudster 
borrowed 
money to 
pay dealer 

A FRAUDSTER conned a 
short-term loans company 
out of more than £3,500 
after borrowing money from 
a ‘drug dealer’, a court 
heard. Student and father- 
of-one Dido Engo, aged 23, 
set up false accounts at dif¬ 
ferent Money Shop locations 
using false documents such 
as pay slips. 

He did this five times over 
a period of 10 months bet¬ 
ween October 2012 and July 
2013, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. Pros¬ 
ecutor Mr Kevin Jones said 
that although Engo, from 
Penkridge Street, Walsall, 
paid some of the loans back, 
there is still £3,505.11 out¬ 
standing. 

Defending barrister Mr 
Ranjit Sandhu said Engo 
had been introduced to a 
third party, described in 
court as a drug dealer, after 
he began to get into debt, 
racking up £6,000 in total. 

He said: “He was behind 
on payments for gas, elec¬ 
tricity, rent and other rates, 
and he needed money.” 

Mr Sandhu said Engo took 
full responsibility for the 
offences. He added: “The 
defendant will accept what 
he did was very stupid.” 
Judge Wait sentenced Engo 
to 200 hours of unpaid work 
after he pleaded guilty to 
five offences of fraud at an 
earlier hearing.

A COLLEGE is to take over and trans¬ 
form a vacant industrial site for educa¬ 
tional use under expansion plans, it has 
emerged. 

Walsall College is to use the building in 
Portland Street to increase facilities for stu¬ 
dents, close to the main Wisemore campus. 

It comes after it was recently revealed an 
£11 million sports and business hub is also 
planned within the next two years in Little¬ 
ton Street. 

The latest application for the conversion 
of accommodation in Portland Street to 
create workshops and for other educational 


use has been approved by Walsall Council. 
Firm plans for the best use of the site can 
now be established by college bosses. 

Deb Rajania, director of operations and 
resources, said: “The site at Portland Street 
has been acquired by Walsall College for 
educational purposes and it will help us 
make best use of our main Wisemore 
campus facilities.” 

The current site has warehouse, office 
and storage areas. 

The application put forward by the college 
states the site would ‘benefit from the 
improvements that will result from the new 
use’. 


“The site is in an area of older industrial 
properties half a mile or so to the north of 
Walsall town centre. It is an area suited to 
the educational use proposed, particularly 
with the main college campus nearby,” it 
says. 

It comes as the college, which opened its 
doors in 2009 as part of a land swap which 
saw Tesco open on the old campus site, is 
looking to expand. 

The state-of-the-art sports and business 
hub has been earmarked next to the main 
£64m Wisemore site, in Littleton Street. 

Work on the centre, on the site of the old 
Lime House which was once used as a den¬ 


tists surgery and council offices, is set to 
start next summer. It is aimed to be com¬ 
pleted by September 2015 and the project 
will create around 250 jobs. 

The college’s governing body has 
approved plans for the hub which will 
include a business incubation centre to 
provide support and mentoring for entre¬ 
preneurs. 

The sports element of the campus will 
feature a hall with badminton courts, dance 
and fitness studios along with a training and 
injury clinic and spa facilities. Walsall 
Council has agreed for the college to have 
the land for the ambitious project. 


Beds crisis fears for fewer 
patients getting right care 


A HEALTH campaigner has raised fears that a 
shortage of beds to cope with predicted 
demand over winter could lead to fewer 
people being admitted to hospital when they 
need urgent care. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has 521 beds available, 
including 28 extra surgical beds and 56 additional medical 
beds that have been in use since last winter due to continu¬ 


ing pressures this year. 

There is capacity to 
provide just eight additional 
beds within the trust for the 
entire winter period, 
although six beds in the 
cardiac unit could be used in 
extreme circumstances. 

The report outlining the 
trust’s plans to cope with 
winter pressures says to 
manage peaks in demand 
over the winter period it is 
thought there will need to be 
a further mixed provision of 
60 to 90 beds, places, care 
packages or care closer to 
home. 

Hospital chiefs insist peo¬ 
ple will still be treated and 
that care will not be ration¬ 
ed. But Councillor Pete 
Smith, who is a member of 
the Walsall Health and Well 
Being Board, said: “There 
are many worrying conse¬ 
quences of the forthcoming 
shortage of beds. 

“It will mean that over the 
winter period there will be 
tremendous pressure not to 
admit to hospital, pressure 
to discharge as early as pos¬ 
sible, maybe too early and 
the blocking of elective oper¬ 
ations.” 

He said the issue should 
be examined by Walsall 
Council’s health scrutiny 
panel to see if anything can 
be done. Jayne Tunstall, 
chief operating officer, said 
the trust had been concen¬ 
trating on care closer to 
home and the rapid response 
team would be a pivotal 
service in the winter plan. 

She said the team takes 
direct referrals from West

Midlands Ambulance Serv¬ 
ice and aims to avert avoid¬ 
able hospital admissions. 

The report reads: “A 
major focus for this winter 
will be on the creation of 
improved capacity within 
the community. Effective 
community provision will be 
critical to our model of 
patient flow during the 
winter challenge period. 

Urgent 

“As a result, additional 
community nursing resour¬ 
ces will be put in place in 
order to maximise care 
closer to home. On average 
each day the trust continues 
to care for 50 clinically 
stable patients who no 
longer require an acute 
patient bed. 

“Urgent discussions con¬ 
tinue to take place as part of 
the joint planning process 
between health and social 
care partners, to agree how 
processes can be streaml¬ 
ined to minimise the numb¬ 
er of steps required to dis¬ 
charge these patients into 
more appropriate care set¬ 
tings.” 

It comes as 31 nurses 
prepare to start work at 
Walsall Manor within weeks 
as a recruitment drive 
moves forward in a bid to 
reduce the increasing cost of 
employing agency staff. 

In September, a total of 
£1.058m was spent on 
agency workers, £549,000 
on bank staff and £453,000 
on locum workers.

Pupils' dinner choices may be chopped 


WHEN it comes to their lunches, 
primary school pupils in Walsall can 
take their pick from an array of 
tempting dishes including roast 
dinners, chicken wraps or lasagne. 

But soon their dining choices may 
be cut back to help cut costs. The 
standard price paid by families is 
£1.90 per meal but council chiefs are 
looking at reducing this down to £1. 

They want to encourage more 
parents to take up the meals but 


admit the choice of food on offer 
would have to be cut. 

A pilot scheme is set to be 
launched in the coming months to 
gauge the level of support. 

The most recent figures collected 
show 86 per cent of pupils eligible for 
free school meals were taking up the 
offer. And about 25 per cent of chil¬ 
dren have a paid-for meal every day. 

A report to an upcoming council 
scrutiny panel meeting reveals that 


a completely free meals service 
would cost £12 million a year, which 
the authority cannot afford when it 
is facing making £19 million of cuts. 

Making meals £1 would cost £8 
million a year, so the shortfall would 
have to be made up by cutting the 
range of food. The report adds: 
“With the challenges of the council’s 
medium term financial plan already 
being a major concern, such addi¬ 
tional costs would be impossible to 


meet unless large additional savings 
were made elsewhere in the council. 

“During National School Meals 
Week earlier this month some 
schools agreed to serve meals to 
their children for £1 a meal as an 
added incentive. It is worthwhile to 
note that the Deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter announced that from September 
2014 all children in Key Stage 1 
(reception years one and two) will be 
offered a free lunchtime meal.” 


Wife of attacked fan 
says jail is'good result 


THE WIFE of a football fan whose jaw was 
broken by Walsall FC supporters said a two- 
year jail sentence handed to the thug who 
kicked him in the head was a ‘good result for 
justice’. 

Up to 10 men attacked 56-year-old Portsmouth fan 
Andrew Collins as his horrified wife Jo looked on at 


Walsall railway station. 

The victim, who was set 
upon after trying to retrieve 
his wife’s hat from the 
thugs, required surgery to 
fit metal plates to reset his 
jaw as a result of his injuries. 

Violence erupted follow¬ 
ing Walsall’s 2-0 victory at 
the Banks’s Stadium on 
January 4. Peter Harvey, 
aged 35, of Hollands Road, 
Blakenall, was given two 
years in prison for grievous 
bodily harm. He also rec¬ 
eived 12 months for one 
count of affray, to run con¬ 
currently. He had admitted 
both charges. 

Co-defendants Scott For¬ 
rester, aged 25, of Cartbridge 
Crescent, Coalpool also 
Walsall, and Christopher 
Genders, aged 21, of Ceme¬ 
tery Road, Willenhall, each 
admitted an offence of 
affray. Both received 12 
month jail terms, suspended 
for two years. 

Mrs Collins said this 
week: “We are very pleased 
with the outcome. We are 
still looking forward to a 
return visit.”

Addlestone, in Surrey, hap¬ 
pened at about 10.15pm as 
supporters left the game. 

During the court case, 
Miss Sati Ruck, prosecuting, 
told the court Mr Collins and 
his 61-year-old wife, and the 
defendants had been on a 
train from Bescot and all 
alighted at Walsall. 

She said that a man grab¬ 
bed Mrs Collins’ hat and ran 
off. Mr Collins chased and 
took hold of him and 
demanded the hat back. 
Then Harvey grabbed Mr 
Collins, threw him against a 
wall, and eight or nine males 
attacked him. Harvey 
punched Mr Collins in the 
face with force and kicked 
him in the head. 

Miss Ruck said a witness, 
Robert Tomkins, described 
how Mr Collins was ‘being 
kicked like a football’. 

Mr John Evans, defending 
Harvey, said: “He has shown 
genuine remorse for what 
happened to the victim.” All 
three men were banned 
from attending any football 
match in the UK, Harvey for 
six years, and Forrester and 
Genders for four.

Petition 
on future 
of pool is 
launched 

AN ONLINE petition has 
been launched to save a 
council-run swimming pool 
from closure. 

The future of Beeches 
Pool in Great Barr is 
hanging in the balance amid 
local authority cuts. 

A group of users from the 
Save Beeches Pool campaign 
group hope to get more than 
10,000 signatures added to 
their latest e-petition, which 
would force Birmingham 
City Council, which runs the 
leisure centre, to scrutinise 
any decision on its future. 

The swimming pool in 
Beeches Road is used by 
people from the neighbour¬ 
ing areas of Sandwell and 
Walsall. Last year a cam¬ 
paign was set up to save it 
after council bosses announ¬ 
ced they would be closing a 
number of pools. 

An all-party agreement 
between councillors in the 
area agreed the pool would 
not close. But now Perry 
Barr Councillor Karen 
Hamilton has revealed that 
it may still be shut down. 

She is leading the cam¬ 
paign with fellow Councillor 
Jon Hunt, to keep the pool 
open and they both aim to 
present the petition to the 
council at its next meeting 
on December 3. 

Collapse led 
to death at 74 

A MAN died after suffering a 
heart attack at his home, an 
inquest heard. 

Christopher Edward 
Handley, aged 74, was 
rushed to New Cross Hospi¬ 
tal after collapsing at his 
house in Willenhall on May 
31. An inquest at Smethwick 
Council House heard doc¬ 
tors were unable to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death. 

A post mortem examina¬ 
tion revealed Mr Handley 
had an enlarged heart and 
severe atherosclerosis, with 
doctors citing the likely 
cause of death as congestive 
cardiac arrest. Black Coun¬ 
try Senior Coroner Robin 
Balmain concluded he died 
of natural causes.

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Fall led to 
death of 
woman, 91 

AN ELDERLY woman died 
following a fall in which she 
fractured her leg, an inquest 
heard. 

Hilda Collins was found 
on the floor at her home in 
Green Lane, Walsall, by son 
Graham, Smethwick Coro¬ 
ners Court was told. 

The 91-year-old widow 
was admitted to Walsall 
Manor Hospital where they 
found a fracture to the left 
femur bone in her thigh, for 
which she underwent 
surgery. 

Coroners officer Margaret 
Collins told the inquest: 
“They assessed her for an 
operation and her family 
were aware of the risks 
involved because of her 
cardiac history. They have 
no concerns over the hospi¬ 
tal.” 

She died on October 28 
this year while in hospital. 
Medical cause of death was 
given as left ventricle 
failure, myocardial ischemia 
with coronary artery 
atheroma. Coroner Robin 
Balmain concluded death 
was due to an accident. 

Health stop 
for shoppers 

MORE than 600 shoppers 
stopped to hear about plans 
to improve health services at 
an NHS pop-up shop. 

It was set up at the Sad¬ 
dlers Centre in Walsall over 
two days by the Walsall Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
(CCG). The aim was to talk 
to residents about the CCG’s 
priorities for the year ahead 
and how it is working with 
partners, including Walsall 
Manor Hospital. 

Around 320 people had 
free health ‘MOTs’, in which 
their blood pressure, height, 
weight and body mass index 
were measured. Health pro¬ 
fessionals also advised shop¬ 
pers on healthy eating and 
services such as NHS 111. 

Main route will 
be closed down 

A MAIN route between Pel- 
sall and Brownhills will 
remain closed until next 
week for road improvement 
works. 

Wolverhampton Road will 
be shut between Norton 
Road and Wood Lane so the 
carriageway can be resur¬ 
faced.

Plans in pipeline for

A HISTORIC listed building will be 
transformed into a hotel and conference 
centre under new plans finally submit¬ 
ted after years in the pipeline. 

Great Barr Hall, which has stood empty on 
the Walsall and Sandwell border since 1978, is 
to be brought back to life under the plans. 

A planning application has been submitted 
to turn the landmark site into a hotel, restau¬ 
rant, conference venue and 58 homes. The 
main hall will become a hotel, while homes 
will be built in the surrounding grounds. 

New owners BCG Lakes have held weeks of 
consultations with members of the public and

a 30-point masterplan setting out options for 
the site was compiled. The development 
would also include a new Gatehouse Lodge on 
Sutton Drive and Netherhall Park. 

Other features would see a maintenance 
building created to store site equipment, open 
space retained and nature conservation 
enhanced, an acoustic barrier and planting of 
tree belt together with a new path, restora¬ 
tion of terraced lawns to the hall leading to 
the lake, a new boat house and the demolition 
and clearance of farm buildings in open land 
and by the lake. 

As it is a major development, an interim 
planning application has been made and, if 


approved, the final plans can then be put in. 
Walsall Council regeneration chief Adrian 
Andrew said: “This issue has been going on 
for the best part of 40 years with the hall and 
surrounding land. 

“The new owners will invest a significant 
amount of money and they have engaged with 
the local community, so I hope people will 
approach this with an open mind as this is the 
most realistic plan for the site for many 
years.” 

Questionnaires revealed more than 75 per 
cent of people rejected the idea of demolishing 
the hall and replacing it with a modern glass 
building.

Hitting heights for charity 
after turning life around

WYN MATTHEWS talks to one 
Black Country lad who has 
taken on Kilimanjaro in aid of 
the charity which helped him 


WHEN homeless teenager 
Aaron Moreton was ‘sofa 
surfing’ around the Black 
Country to avoid sleeping 
rough on the streets, little did 
he imagine he would be scaling 
one of the world’s tallest moun¬ 
tains on the other side of the 
globe just over a year later. 

The 19-year-old, from Wednesbury, has 
just returned from an epic trek up Mount 
Kilimanjaro, in East Africa, which has 
raised thousands of pounds for the 
charity which has helped turn his life 
around. 

Aaron explains: “I ended up homeless 
after falling out with my family. I spent 
about six months moving around, sleep¬ 
ing at various friends’ homes. I lost my 
job as an IT apprentice during that time 
too, which was a kick in the teeth. I 
wasn’t in a good place in my life at all.” 

Develop 

But, in September 2012, Aaron 
managed to find accommodation at The 
Meeting House, a homeless young 
people’s service in Wednesbury, run by 
Trident Reach the People Charity. 

The service offers accommodation and 
support to vulnerable young people, 
helping them develop the skills and con¬ 
fidence to move on and live independ¬ 
ently. 

“Trident Reach helped me finally get 
my life back on track. I started looking for 
work and college courses but, although I 
was offered lots of interviews, I never got 
offered a job,” says Aaron. 

“Then, through my support worker, I 
got the chance of a year-long apprentice¬ 
ship with Trident Reach. I’ve been 
working here as an Apprentice Recruit¬ 


ment Administrator for six months now, 
helping the charity take on new staff. 

“It’s going well and I’m enjoying it, so 
I hope they’ll keep me on. I’m hoping to 
move into my own place soon and, in the 
long-term, I’d like to go to university to 
study HR so I can progress in my career. 

“Trident Reach has really boosted my 
confidence, making me realise that I can 


be a success. I’ve always wanted to 
better myself but I didn’t think that was 
going to happen. It hasn’t been easy but 
I’m getting there.” 

As a thank you to the Oldbury-based 
charity - and to do his bit to help other 
vulnerable people in our communities - 
Aaron joined a group of Trident Reach 
colleagues for a gruelling eight-day trek 


up Kilimanjaro in Tanzania. They 
braved extreme temperatures - ranging 
from 27C during the day to -20C at night 
- and the effects of high altitude to scale 
the 19,330ft summit of the dormant 
volcano, the tallest free-standing moun¬ 
tain in the world. 

Aaron says: “It was incredibly hard -1 
don’t think anything can fully prepare 
you for that. The worst part was the alti¬ 
tude - at times, you felt like you could 
hardly breathe. 

“The high point was hitting the 
summit at last and seeing the most beau¬ 
tiful views. Also, we were above the 
clouds for much of the trek and it was 
amazing to see how many stars there 
were in the night sky. There was great 
camaraderie amongst us too - everyone 
getting on in the camp. We had a lot of 
laughs and that kept us going through 
the hardest times.” 

Chuffed 

The expedition, along with other 
fundraising initiatives over the next few 
months, is on target to raise a total of 
£75,000. Funds will pay for three 
minibuses which will offer a lifeline to 
vulnerable people, including the elderly 
and women and children who have fled 
domestic abuse, so they can enjoy trips 
out to boost their self-esteem and quality 
of life. Aaron says: “I’m chuffed to bits 
that I completed the trek. I had never 
done anything like that in my life before 
and never thought I would, but it was an 
amazing achievement and I’m hoping to 
do another fundraising challenge in 
2015. 

“Trident Reach gave me the chance to 
transform my life, so I want to raise as 
much money as I can for the charity and 
give something back so they can help 
more people like me in the community.” 

Trident Reach the People Charity pro¬ 
vides housing, care and support services 
to vulnerable people with a range of 
needs across the Midlands region, 
including homeless people, those with 
disabilities or mental health problems, 
the elderly and people fleeing domestic 
abuse.

Racial abuse driver claimed 
he was undercover officer 


A DRIVER claiming to be an 
undercover police officer flew 
into a rage, hurling a stream 
of racist abuse at a man 
before swerving his car 
towards him and his wife, a 
court heard. 

Stephen Lawlor was given a sus¬ 
pended jail term after he admitted 
dangerous driving and racially 
aggravated harassment. 

Magistrates were told Lawlor, of 
Glebe Street, Walsall, got into an argu¬ 
ment with Dheraj Muman as the pair 
were driving towards PC World in 
Wednesbury. Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 


cuting, said “This incident occurred at 
10pm on May 10. The two drivers are 
both driving towards PC World. 

“There seems to be an altercation 
about the manner in which they were 
driving. 

“The complainant said ‘what are 
you doing following the car?’ and the 
defendant responds: ‘I’m an under¬ 
cover police officer’.” 

Mr Cooper said Lawlor then 
launched a torrent of racial abuse and 
drove his Ford Fiesta towards Mr 
Muman and his wife at the store car 
park on Axletree Way, Wednesbury. 

Mr Muman filmed Lawlor’s driving 
on his phone.

Mr David Nash, defending, said- 
Lawlor accepted what he had done, but 
claimed he was usually a man who 
helped others. 

Lawlor was given 90 days imprison¬ 
ment for the dangerous driving and 30 
for the racial abuse, suspended for 12 
months. 

He was also made subject to a curfew 
between the hours of 11pm and 7am 
and made to pay £200 in costs, £200 
compensation to Mr Muman and a 
victim surcharge of £80. 

An interim driving disqualification 
made at an earlier hearing was 
extended to 18 months.

A DIVERSION mix-up saw 
motorsts forced down a country 
lane when work started on a 
£3 million replacement rail bridge 
in Walsall. 

Drivers were hit with rush-hour 
delays and congestion after being sent 
down the wrong route as part of the 
project in Broad Lane, Bloxwich. 

They were being redirected along Long 
Lane, but there were complaints from resi¬ 
dents and councillors as mass traffic prob¬ 
lems were caused at the start of last week. 

It emerged there had been a ‘communica¬ 
tion breakdown’ over the diversion route 
which has now been corrected to minimise 
the impact on drivers and families. 

It had earlier been agreed between 
Network Rail and Walsall Council that vehi¬ 
cles should use Warstones Road, Essington 
Road, Lichfield Road and Sneyd Lane. This 
has now been put in place. 

Problems 

Essington councillor David Clifft said 
there had been problems with double 
parking and increased journey times along 
Long Lane. “The amount of traffic that was 
down there was unbelievable,” he said. 
“The lane just can’t cope with that amount 
of traffic.” 

Regeneration and transport chief coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: “Unfortunately 
the traffic management company carrying 
out work for Network Rail originally put the 
wrong diversion route in place for the 
closure of Broad Lane. 

“Officers at Walsall Council were in 
contact with the company and the correct 
and originally planned diversion route is 
now being put in place. 

“The route for through traffic that uses 
A462 Warstones Road, A462 Essington 
Road, A4124 Lichfield Road and A4142 
Sneyd Lane is suitable for the types of 
vehicle and volume of traffic that B4210 
Broad Lane carries.”

Sign spells trouble

HALLOWEEN may have been and gone - but a spelling 
blunder is giving commuters along a busy road a spooky 
feeling. Rail bosses have come under fire after signs divert¬ 
ing drivers away from major works at a railway bridge got 
the name of the town wrong. 

Contractors for Network Rail placed a sign in Bloxwich, 
spelling the name of the town as ‘Bloxwitch’. 

The sign in Long Lane has prompted anger from locals 
but Network Rail has vowed to correct the signage. 

Bloxwich West councillor Fred Westley said the signage 
was an ‘embarrassment’. He said: “This sort of thing is not 
acceptable and will rightfully anger the local people.” 

Bloxwich East councillor Kath Phillips added: “Bloxwich 
is an old town and you don’t expect people to get its spelling 
wrong. There have been a lot grumbling about it in the town 
and a lot of people are not happy at all.” 

Network Rail spokesman Ben Herbert apologised for the 
error. He said: “We are sorry if this has caused offence to the 
people of Bloxwich and will be taking immediate steps to 
rectify the signage and correct the spelling.” 

The diversion is in place as part of work on a £3 million 
replacement rail bridge in Broad Lane. 


Rebuild for 
leisure sites 
may start by 
next spring 


FINAL plans for a £15 million pound rebuild of 
outdated leisure centres are expected to go 
before council chiefs early next year paving 
the way for work to begin by spring. 


The centres at Bloxwich 
and Oak Park have been 
lined up for replacement as 
they are outdated and need 
to be modernised. 

Tenders for the scheme 
have gone out with a dead¬ 
line of December 6 and it is 
now expected the proposals 
will go before members of 
the decision-making cabinet 
in February. This would 
pave the way for work to 
hopefully get under way in 
spring of next year. 

The project is valued at 
£9m for Oak Park and £6m 
for Bloxwich. 

In Bloxwich, the council 
has been in talks with the 
Charity Commission over 
the plans which could see 
the new centre partly built 
on its land near to the 
current High Street site. 

The authority made a U- 
turn on plans to bulldoze the 
Pinfold Centre in Field Close 
to create a car park for a 
new-look centre. It came 
after objections and fears 
over the loss of 40 jobs.

Bloxwich will get a six- 
lane 25-metre pool under 
the plans and councillor 
Pete Smith said it will be a 
big boost for people in the 
area.

KILLER Aiden Elmore was 
caught with mobile phones 
in prison while on remand 
for murdering a pensioner 
after starting a blaze outside 
his flat, it has been revealed. 

Prison officers at the 
young offenders’ institution 
Brinsford, near Feather- 
stone, discovered two mobile 
phones and a charger in a 
routine search of his cell on 
August 30. 

Elmore was awaiting his 
trial at the time for the 
murder of Victor Moore who 
died while trying to escape 
the fire, started by Elmore, 
outside the 68-year-old’s flat 
in Southey Close, Short 
Heath. 

Elmore had set up a barri¬ 
cade of wheelie bins to 
prevent residents leaving. 
He was sentenced to life, 
with a minimum of 21 years 
fixed to be served. He 
appeared via video link at 
Cannock Magistrates Court 
where he admitted having 
the phones and charger. 

He had wanted the phones 
to contact his relatives ‘for 
personal reasons’, said Mr 
Giles Rowden, prosecuting. 
The court was told his solici¬ 
tor refused to attend the 
hearing. 

Elmore was given a total 
of 14 weeks in prison, to run 
concurrently with his life 
sentence. The magistrates 
also ordered the forfeit and 
destruction of the phones. 

The case was held up for 
90 minutes after Elmore 
refused to leave his cell. 


Printers aim to put their stamp on new premises 


A STAMP printing firm with its roots 
in Walsall’s leather industry is 
moving to a new, hi-tech factory on 
the i54 site, where Jaguar Land 
Rover’s landmark £500 million 
engine plant is being built.

On track for electric trains 
as project gets under way 


ELECTRIC train services on the 
Chase Line have moved a step 
closer as work started on the 
project at Bloxwich.

Repairs due 
for pub in 
£1m project 

AN HISTORIC pub which dates back 
to the 1600s is to undergo repairs as 
part of a £1 million project to spruce 
up iconic buildings. 

The Grade II listed Bell Inn, in 
Market Place, Willenhall, is to receive 
work as part of the Townscape Her¬ 
itage Initiative. 

A consortium of Willenhall resi¬ 
dents formed The Bell group and 
bought the pub at auction in 2010. 
There are long-term plans for a cafe 
and community centre. 

A funding pot of £1 million has been 
set aside for property owners or lease¬ 
holders of historic buildings within 
the conservation area and some of 
this is being used on the town’s oldest 
pub. 

Work will focus around ensuring 
the building is structurally sound and 
water tight. It will also include roof 
and window repairs and replacement 
of the existing shopfront. 

Public to be given 
say on post office 

MEMBERS of the public will be given 
six weeks to have a say on plans for a 
post office that is set to be closed. 

Willenhall post office could close 
and services moved into a shop, under 
proposals. It is one of 70 Crown Post 
Office branches, or those run directly 
by the Post Office, earmarked to be 
franchised. Bosses insisted a decision 
has not yet been made but confirmed 
a consultation would be held. 

A spokeswoman said: “We are com¬ 
mitted to keeping Post Office bran¬ 
ches on high streets. For 70 of our 
Crown Post Office branches such as 
Willenhall we think that the best way 
to do this is to partner with a retailer. ”

Veteran who suffered Row 
brutality made most of life 


HE WAS detained in one of the 
most infamous Japanese pris¬ 
oner of war camps for almost five 
years, and subjected to brutal 
treatment, forced labour, food 
shortages and sickness. 

But despite leaving the camp close to 
death, war hero from West Bromwich 
Theodore Green went on to live a long 
and happy life, with a large family and 
long career. 

Tributes have now been paid to the 
veteran, who has died at the age of 90. 

Mr Green joined the territorial army at 
the age of 17, but within weeks he had 
signed up to the regular army after the out¬ 
break of the Second World War. 

He along with his brothers left the family

home to do their duty and all caught the 
train to Hednesford to join up. He became a 
private in the 14 Section Royal Army Ord¬ 
nance Corps attached to the South Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment in munitions, and within 
months was sent to Singapore in the Far 
East. 

But after bing there only a matter of 
months the section was soon in trouble and 
whilst waiting for back-up from the allies, 
the Japanese invaded. 

The help didn’t reach them in time and 
Mr Green was captured outside the Raffle 
Hotel, Singapore in 1940. 

Mr Green was first taken to Changi jail in 
the eastern part of Singapore, before being 
transported to the Batu Lintang camp in 


Kuching, Sarawak in Borneo, a 50-acre site 
with a maximum of 3,000 prisoners. 

His son David Green, aged 66, from 
Compton said his father spent his 18th 
birthday at the camp, and only managed to 
get one note home. 

The camp was eventually liberated on 
September 11 1945, but Mr Green did not 
leave until September 28, having to be 
carried out and weighing just four stone. 

Endured 

Mr Green didn’t return home to Wolver¬ 
hampton until 1946, and for years after¬ 
wards would have bad bouts of malaria. His 
son said: “I am extremely proud of him. To 
think what he endured, it must have been 
awful. But to get well and carry on makes me 
proud. He protected us all from it, which I’m 
very grateful for.” 

He added: “He didn’t really talk at all 


about his time at the camp. I’m not sure 
what he went through but it must have been 
terrible. 

“Reading about the camp now is very 
emotional.” 

Mr Green married his wife Joyce in 1947 
and the couple, who lived in Tettenhall 
Wood, Wolverhampton, had 10 children, 
who had 12 grandchildren and nine great¬ 
grandchildren.

The Tardis welcomes 
back a former Tennant 


I t’s here at last, the moment all 
Doctor Who fans have been 
waiting for... At 5.15pm on 
November 23, 1963, a TV legend 
was born, but in rather inauspicious 
circumstances. 

The broadcast took place a day 
after the assassination of US 
President John F Kennedy, and as a 
result, nobody was really paying that 
much attention to the arrival on 
British screens of a white-haired old 
gent who claimed he could travel 
through space and time in a police 
box that was bigger on the inside 
than it was on the outside. 

But, just a few weeks later, it was 
regarded as a phenomenon thanks 
to the debut appearance of the 
Daleks - and it’s been much-loved 
by millions ever since. 

Now the sci-fi classic is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary, and current 
showrunner Steven Moffat is as 
excited as anybody about this 
special episode, which will also be 
broadcast and shown in cinemas in 
3D. 


remarkable enough to me,” he 
reveals. “But writing the 50th special 
was exciting and terrifying - 
everything that showbiz should be. 

“I didn’t want this to just be a 
celebration of 50 years of the past. I 
wanted it to be a celebration of the 
mythology and legend of the Doctor 
and all that entailed. 

“This should be the first step on 
the next journey, guaranteeing the 
100th anniversary. The story focuses 
on the most important thing that 
ever happened to the Doctor. We 
very rarely do that in Doctor Who as 
it’s usually about the people the 
Doctor meets or the companions 
that travel with him. This time it’s 
different.” 

How different we’re just not sure - 
Moffat is frankly brilliant at keeping 
the plots of Who stories top secret, 
even if it means telling a few little 
white lies along the way. 

What we do know is that David 
Tennant is returning to the Tardis 
alongside Matt Smith, and they’ll be 
joined by John Hurt as an 
incarnation of the Time Lord that the 
Doctor himself would rather forget. 


Billie Piper is also back as Rose 
Tyler, and those who love Tom 
Baker’s era will be thrilled about an 
appearance by the Zygons, shape- 
shifting aliens who haven’t been 
seen since 1976. 

“With John Hurt we have serious 
acting royalty and that was the intent 
of John’s character,” explains Moffat. 
“John is one of the most 
distinguished actors this country has 
produced and has now become part 
of Doctor Who mythology. 

“The Zygons, without question, are 
a design classic. They are superb - 
brilliant from the voice, to the 
appearance. Essentially, we’ve 
resurrected exactly the same Zygon 
as Tom Baker fought back. They are 
beautiful, and it’ll show that the 
special looks forward to the future of 
Doctor Who and also celebrates the 
legend.” 

We’re guessing a few more people 
will be tuning in to this episode than 
did so in 1963 - and anybody who 
misses it will feel as alien as a 
Cyberman when it comes to Monday 
morning’s school and work 
discussions!

Ibiza rocks! 
Supermini 
fine-tuned 
to perfection

THE revised version of SEAT’S fourth gener¬ 
ation Ibiza supermini offers small car buyers 
a smarter set of more eco-conscious hi-tech 
talents. 

It’ll need them if it’s to distance itself from its Volkswa¬ 
gen and Skoda design stablemates and continue as a cred¬ 
ible alternative in this tightly fought segment. 

‘Enjoyneering’ - it’s a rather apt description of what 
Spanish maker SEAT sets out to create when it brings us 
a new car. Something beautifully engineered: but with a 
bit of extra Latin sparkle. Something like this, the Iberian 
brand’s much improved fourth generation Ibiza super¬ 
mini. 

The “Sociedad Espanola de Automoviles de Turismo” or 
SEAT as we better know it is well used to injecting a little 
life into its cars. 

Only when Volkswagen took control of the brand in 1986 
though, did its appeal start to spread to the rest of Europe, 
with the Ibiza supermini the sales spearhead and this MK4 
model, launched in 2008, generally acknowledged as the 
company’s most competitive proposition yet. 

A few years on though and with toughening small car 
competition, it was clear that a bit of a re-think might be 
needed to keep this car current. 

Perhaps a sharper look, a bit of extra running cost effi¬ 
ciency and an added touch of hi-tech would do the trick? 
All were duly delivered by this improved model, launched 
in the Spring of 2012. Let’s check it out. 

Go for a model with more than lOObhp and it’ll also 
come with a clever XDS electronic differential lock which 
will help you get the power down more quickly out of tight 
corners, dialing out understeer and firing you from bend 
to bend. 

All TSI petrol models get this treatment, these includ¬ 
ing my favourite variant, the 105PS 1.2-litre unit which 
makes 60 in 9.8 seconds on the way to nearly 120mph, yet 
still returns a highly impressive set of running cost 
figures. 

You can order it with a super-smooth DSG automatic 
gearbox " but you don’t have to. 

Annoyingly, that’s not the case if you go for the pokier 
150 or 180PS supercharged and turbocharged 1.4TSI 
engine found in the sporty but strangely auto-only FR and 
Cupra hot hatch models. 

Other pokey XDS-equipped Ibizas include the 105PS 
1.6-litre diesel and my pick as the sportiest car in the 
range, the desirable 143PS 2.0 TDI FR model which makes 
60 in just 8.2s on the way to 130mph. 

Performance 

That’s the fast stuff dealt with, but here I’ve chosen a 
more realistic Ibiza variant to drive, the 12v 70PS 1.2-litre 
petrol model. 

Though I’ve tried for a sportier feel by specifying the 
three-door SC bodystyle, the performance figures are 
sober-suited, sixty from rest occupying around 14 seconds 
on the way to a maximum of only just over lOOmph. 

Virtually the same performance return you’d get from 
the frugal 75PS 1.2-litre TDI diesel. Both engines are a 
better bet than the aging 85PS 16v 1.4-litre petrol unit. 

Whichever Ibiza bodystyle you choose ” five-door hatch, 
ST estate or the sportier three-door SC, it won’t at first 
glance appear to have changed very much over the original 
versions of this MK4 model The key tweaks have been 
made around the headlights and grille, this Ibiza wearing 
the ‘eagle eye’ lamps that are now part of the SEAT corpo¬ 
rate look. 

In the back, the three-door Ibiza SC’s roofline will make 
headroom an issue for taller folk, but five-door and ST 
estate models should seat two adults and/or three children 
quite comfortably. There’s a 284-litre boot here, a total 
that rises to 292-litres in the five-door and 450-litres in the 
ST estate. 

Expect to pay somewhere in the £10,000 to £17,000 
bracket for this Ibiza, pricing that’s pretty much par for 
the course in the supermini segment. 

All models get what today’s supermini buyers would see 
as the basics ” front electric windows, tinted glass, a four- 
speaker MP3-compatible CD stereo with AUX-in point and 
steering wheel controls, remote central locking, a 12v 
power socket and a height-adjustable driver’s seat. 

Safety-wise, there are the usual twin front and side 
airbags, plus anti-lock brakes that flash the brake lights to 
warn following motorists if you’re making an emergency 
stop. 

Running cost-wise, the prime pick is undoubtedly the 
1.2-litre diesel TDI engine with its clean Diesel Particulate 
Filter, offered both in standard form and, for a premium of 
around £5,000, in green-conscious Ecomotive guise. 

Go the Ecomotive route and, thanks to a Brake Energy 
Recovery feature and a Start/Stop system that cuts the 
engine when you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting 
at the lights, you’re talking emissions of just 92g/km which 
tax-wise will mean your car won’t be much more expensive 
to run than a push bike. 

At the same time, this variant barely sips fuel to achieve 
80.7mpg on the combined cycle, considerably more frugal 
than much pricier competing eco-conscious supermini 
models like Ford’s Fiesta ECOnetic and VauxhalTs Corsa 
ecoFLEX 95PS Start/Stop.
